AMERICAN IMPORT & EXPORT BULLETIN 





HE Export-Import Bank has for sixteen years worked under a directive of 

law that it is to facilitate and to aid in financing the export and import trade 

of the United States. Changing circumstances have inevitably had an effect 

on the way we go about achieving that result. At one time the sound thing to do 
seemed simply to promote sales of American goods abroad through buying notes 
given in payment or in other ways to permit sellers to grant more liberal terms, 
And there were occasions when it seemed wise to assist importers in a similar way. 
But the need of the nations of this hemisphere and later of other areas of the 
world to increase their dollar earnings and to make them go as far as possible 
brought about a different emphasis. Those in charge of the Bank began to use 


as a test of the advisability of any pro- 
posed financing the question whether it 
would add to the productive capacity of 
the foreign country and especially whether 
it would permit it to earn more dollars. 

These remain today guide posts in our 
judgment of any opportunity that is of- 
fered for foreign financing. It is necessar- 
ily so, for good financing can only be that 
which helps both borrower and _ seller. 
There can be only one kind of lasting 
trade: that which is mutually profitable. 
Thus changing conditions have made the 
Export-Import Bank a development bank. 
The logic of events and the progress of 
events has done that. 

What is it that we are helping to de- 
velop? To begin with, it is the two-way 
commerce of the United States; but sec- 
cndarily and just as importantly it is the 
commerce and the economic—and, indeed, 
since one follows on the other—the social 
and political progress of other countries. 
This is an enterprise carried forward on 
eur part for profit. but not profit in the 
narrow sense of a little interest earned on 
money lent. Let me say here, just paren- 
theticallv, that the Export-Import Bank 
does make that kind of profit. It earned 
$49.900.000 last vear. sufficient to have 
naid a modest dividend on its billion- 
dollar capital. Its collections are current; 
its losses uv to date by defaults have been 
about one-hundredth of one per cent of 
its outstanding loans. 


But the real profit we seek is quite dif- 
ferent. It is the profit that those of our 
neighbor countries of the world seek and 
that our own businessmen also seek. This 
is the profit to come from close and 
friendly business relations in the _ busi- 
ness of production, of progress, and of 
order in the world. 

I have spoken of this as a sort of three- 
way partnership in world development; 
but that is too indiscriminate. We have 
really only two main divisions of partners 
here. We have the people of the United 
States and other countries acting through 
their governments; and we have these 
same peoples acting as individuals, as 
corporations and other non-government 
enterprises. This is a business partner- 
ship for profit—for mutual profit and for 
lasting profit. It is business that con- 
tributed to progress as all good business 
well done must do. 

Businessmen operate for profit, but I 
think they sometimes deceive themselves 
and deceive others as to the kind of profit 
they really seek. Stockholders must be 
kept happy with dividends or hone of 
them. hondholders must get their due if 
the hnsiness is to live; but the real anneal 
to individuals and to cornorations—it has 
ceemed to me—has been something differ- 
ent. It is the sort of nurnose that caused 
men of the ancient past to build great 
temples where now all is wilderness, that 
caused—and I do not speak irreverently—

WORLD DEVELOPMENT—Continued 
the great era of cathedral building in the 
Miduie Ages, that caused railways to be 
thrown across tnis continent, that caused 
great buildings and otner wonders otf 
engineering to be built successtully. We 
are fond or justifying all these things by 
vague statements ol economic or otner 
necessity, by saying there was money in 
it whereas too otten there was bankruptcy 
in it. 

But there was another reason behind 
this, which was the eternal urge of man 
to create, to do something of which he 
could be proud. It attects the financier 
promoting a great project; it affects tne 
architect; it atfects the engineer; it af- 
fects the workman weaving reinforcing 
steel and the mason laying bricks and the 
carpenter wielding hammer and saw. 

‘here has been new attention lately to 
the problems of developing the resources 
and improving the living conditions in the 
underdeveloped countries. What is an 
underdeveloped country? Surely it is any 
country where yet something can be done 
in the light of modern knowledge and 
technical progress to make the land yield 
a better and safer living to its people. 
In a hearing in the Senate the Chairman 
of the Committee asked if that did not 
include the United States. And of course 
it does. We have yet much to do here in 
investment of money, of energy and of 
directing ability. 

There is no fully developed land. 

We have made progress beyond that of 
some other countries. There are many 
reasons for that. One is the size of the 
country and the homogeneous character 
of the market it affords. Another is that 
growth brings change and movement and 
out of them come better ways of doing 
things. 

But a reason that we should not forget 
is that this country has been hospitable 
to newcomers from many lands and to 
investors of many lands. I don’t suppose 
there is any one of the representatives of 
other countries who does not know of 
many natives of his country who are liv- 
ing here, have business here or are con- 
tributing in other ways their services 
toward making this a more livable land. 

That is a debt we here owe to many 
nations. But does it not also suggest that 
by inviting settlement, travel and trade 
every country can help itself? Does it not 
suggest that equality of treatment insofar 
as it ean be granted is the road toward 
progress? 

There has been much talk of the neces- 
sity of treaties to insure the security of 
trading with foreign countries and in- 
vestment in them. No one should decry 
the value of treaties to record the rules 
under which a country invites foreign

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A World Trade Center

f bem CENTENNIAL celebrating the admis- 
sion of California into the United 
States this year draws attention to the 
tremendous development of World Trade 
in the Metropolitan Oakland Area, one of 
the major trade areas and ports of the 
Pacific. 

Before the discovery of gold in 1848, 
hides and tallow from the ranchos of the 
territory were the most valuable exports 
to the ports of the world. In turn, the 
agrarian way of life made necessary the 
import of machinery, clothing, and other 
basic commodities. 

The sheltered waters of San Francisco 
Bay became a haven for whaling vessels 
before the gold rush. As more and more 
whale hunters’ keels ploughed the Pacific 
and that daring industry reached its 
peak, the bay became the leading whaling 
harbor of the nation. 

After gold was found, the shipment of 
hides, though remaining important, was 


surpassed by the export of gold and agri- 


Bonanzas in the gold 
country fell to but a few of the hordes 
of eager prospectors, and, as a result, 
many turned back to the soil, finding it 
far richer than the mines. By 1866, the 
raising of grains, fruits and vegetables 
had become the leading activity in Ala- 
meda County. 

So great was the volume of trade after 
California attained statehood in 1850 that 
sailing ships were making regular runs 
between Oakland and San Francisco and 
the Eastern seaboard of the United States, 
Mexico, Panama, Columbia, Alaska, Ha- 
waii, the Philippines, China, Japan, and 
other parts of the world. 

Since these early days, the world com- 
merce of the Metropolitan Oakland Area 
has steadily increased. Principal products 
normally shipped from this region are bulk 
petroleum, dried, fresh and canned fruits 
and vegetables, engines, machinery and 
parts, raw cotton, lubricating oils and 
greases. chemicals, pharmaceutical prod- 
ucts, office appliances. automobiles and 
parts and lumber. Wines, grains and 
other food products; animal products, in- 
edible vegetable products, textiles, non- 
metallic minerals, metals, and other goods 
processed here, bulked high as exports in 
recent vears. 

The Metropolitan Oakland Area exports 
35 per cent of its agricultural products, 
in normal years, to nearly 100 countries. 
The area is the national center for the 


cultural products. 


manufacture of calculating machines, 16 
per cent of which are produced for foreign 
buyers. Manufacturers of diesel engines, 
agricultural and canning machinery, in- 
dustrial filter equipment, paint and many 
other products are dependent on world 
— for a large percentage of their 
Saies. 

A post-war survey by the Oakland Cham- 
ber of Commerce revealed that over 250 
establishments in the area were engaged 
directly in foreign trade. 

Metropolitan Oakland Area products are 
used and recognized in every important 
world market. Before the war, our leading 
foreign purchasers were the Philippine 
Islands, Japan, the United Kingdom, Aus- 
tralia, China, Canada, India, the Nether- 
lands East Indies, Siam, Spain, British 
Malaya, and the Canal Zone. 

Prewar imports were received from 
more than 91 countries. Most important 
of these were Japan, China, the Philip- 
pines, India, Colombia, Salvador, Brazil, 
United Kingdom, Netherlands East Indies, 
British Malaya, France and Canada. 

In the prewar period, Oakland Harbor, 
together with the rest of the bay area, 
ranked first on the Pacific Coast in water- 
borne commerce and third in the nation. 

Unsurpassed Oakland Harbor, with an 
enviable record during the war period, is 
now offering superior service to world 
traders. Our harbor, on the continental 
side of the bay, is destined to play an in- 
creasingly important role as the trend of 
world commerce moves westward. 

World commerce through this area is 
adequately served by communication lines, 
banking and customs facilities, marine 
insurance, transcontinental railroad lines, 
transfer companies, drydocks, towing, and 
lighterage concerns. 

Approximately one-third of all those 
gainfully employed in the entire bay area 
are engaged in enterprises dependent in 
large part on foreign trade. As industry 
and population in this region continue to 
forge ahead, international commerce will 
also keep pace. 

The Oakland World Trade Club in co- 
operation with the Oakland Chamber of 
Commerce, and Port of Oakland maintains 
a constant program of world trade devel- 
opment offering services to all engaged in 
world trade. Contacts are maintained 
with chamber of commerce and trade or- 
ganizations and United States foreign gov- 
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ernment offices in all important world 
trade areas. 

A continuing program of improvement 
for the harbor and airport facilities to 
serve our area is receiving our attention. 
With the trend of world commerce moving 
westward, our harbor, destined to become 
the most important on the Pacific Coast, i 
maintaining a constant expansion and im- 
provement program. 

In addition to maintaining an active 
world trade development program, Oak- 
land has assisted in the pioneering of the 
annual observance of World Trade Week 
as a medium of focusing public attention 
on the importance of world trade to our 
individual well-being. Our 16th annual 
observance of the Oakland area, pro- 
claimed by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, featured luncheons, ser- 
vice club meetings, school participation, 
labor observance, Harbor Day observance, 
and an international banquet and dance 
honoring the entire Consular Corps. When 
one-third of the area’s gainfully employed 
are directly dependent upon world com- 
merce, such a regular educational pro- 
gram is essential to better public under- 
standing of commerce and peace. 

In addition to the continued develop- 
ment of world commerce and the facilities 
for the exchange of goods, Oakland has 
pursued a most worthwhile program of

merchandise with other countries of the 
world, to provide a medium of contact 
petween Americans and Nationals of all 
countries, and to inform the residents of 
this area of the importance of world 
trade to their well-being. 

The achievements of our Golden century 
just completed, are a yardstick for Metro- 
politan Oakland Area’s destiny in world 
trade and world peace in the dawning 
Pacific Basin Era.

capital or foreign enterprise to come in. 
But let it be remembered that a treaty is 
worth while only to put on record what a 
country decides to do in its own interest. 
Treaties are not matters for haggling, 
but only for discussion of what will best

This country has in its history pursued 
a policy of welcoming workers and busi- 
ness and inventive genius from abroad. 
It has profited greatly by it. If there is 
something in the example that is of value 
to our neighbors, let them judge of it and 
help themselves in the same way, but only 
if it seems good to them.

WITHDRAWAL OF CONCESSIONS TO 
CHINA—On September 14, 1950, the U. S. 
Department of State released the list of 
those tariff concessions granted to China in 
Geneva which will be terminated as a re- 
sult of the withdrawal of China from the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 
The President issued the required proclama- 
tion terminating these concessions. In a

DEFENSE PRODUCTION ACT OF 1950— 
(Under the provisions of’ the Defense Pro- 
duction Act of 1950, the President issued on 
September 9, 1950, Executive Order 10160. 
This Order requires all firms which sold or 
delivered goods or services, or offered them 
for sale or delivery, in the course of trade 
or business during the period from May 24, 
1950, to June 24, 1950, inclusive, to presefve 
all their records for such period relating to 
the prices received or asked for such goods 
or services, and the labor, material, acquisi- 
tion, and other costs incurred in connection 
with such goods or services. Under the pro- 
visions of the same Act, the National Pfro- 
duction Authority issued NPA Regulation 
1, effective September 18, 1950. This fe- 
quires firms to keep a “practicable mini- 
mum working inventory” of 32 materials 
listed in the Regulation. Insofar as {m- 
ported materials are concerned, the Regula- 
tion allows firms to import any of these 82 
materials acquired prior to landing without 
regard to its inventory restrictions. How- 
ever, if a firm's inventory of a material 
thereby becomes in excess of the amount 
permitted. the firm may not receive addi- 
tional deliveries of it from domestic sourées 
until the inventory is reduced to permitted 
levels.

INVENTORY 


The National Production Authority has 
issued NPA Regulation 1, effective Septem- 
bér 18, 1950, providing for inventory con- 
tfols on 32 materials listed in it. This regu- 
lation requires firms to keep a “practicable 
minimum working inventory,” which is de- 
filmed as the smallest quantity of material 
ffom which a firm can reasonably meet its 
déliveries or supply its services on the basis 
of currently scheduled method and rate of 
operation. 

Under this regulation, firms subject to its 
pfovisions are required to keep the records 
Which are customarily maintained of in- 
véntories, receipts, deliveries, and use. The 
régulation does not require any addition to 
pfFesent accounting records and methods, 
aid does not specify any particular account 
ing method

COCOA AND CHOCOLATE-

products which are prepared, packaged, or 
marketed for use by the consumer without 
further processing or only with such proc- 
essing as is usually employed in the home. 
These rules become effective 30 days from 
the date of promulgation. 


CONTROLS 


NPA Regulation 1 has the following pro- 
vision relating to imported materials 

IMPORTED MATERIALS—A person may 
import any material acquired prior to land- 
ing without regard to the inventory restric- 
tions of this regulation. However, if his 
inventory of a material thereby becomes 
in excess of the amount permitted, he may 
not receive further deliveries of it from 
domestic sources until his inventory is re- 
duced to permitted levels. The inventory 
restrictions of this regulation do apply to 
any deliveries of the imported material he 
makes, and to the amount of it that any 
person accepting delivery from him is per- 
mitted to receive.

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 


The Federal Trade Commission, with all 
cOMmissioners concurring, has ordered a

GRADUAL REIMBURSEMENT LICENSES FOR EMERGENCY 
IMPORTATION INTO COLOMBIA 


The authorization of imports of merchan- 
dise in potentially critical supply, to be paid 
for in installments over extended periods, 
applied to industrial raw materials by 
Regulation No. 31 of July 13, 1950, of the 
Office of Exchange Control, has been ex- 
tended to “critical” commercial merchan- 
dise, by Resolution No. 54, approved by De- 
cree No, 2749 of August 21, according to the 
American Embassy in Bogota. Resolution 
No. 54 states that until commercial quotas 
for the last half of the year are announced 
the Office of Exchange Control may grant 
merchants gradual reimbursement licenses 
for the importation of articles listed in con- 
nection with Regulation No. 30, which estab- 
lished a list of several hundred potentially 
critical items that could be licensed for im- 
portation in advance of forthcoming com- 
mercial quotas. 

Under Regulation No. 54 general reim- 
bursement import licenses may be issued for 
the specified commodities provided payment 
will be made in from six months to five 
years after the arrival of the merchandise. 
The amounts that may be so licensed are 
specified as 10 per cent of the value of the 
licenses issued to an importer from January 
1 to May 30, 1950, if the time of payment 
will be from six to twelve months, 20 per 


cent if the time of payment will be from 
twelve to eighteen months, and 30 per cent 
if more than eighteen months. It is re- 
quired that interest payable on the out- 
standing balance be no more than 4 per 
cent per annum, that the credit be extended 
to the importer by a bank or similar entity 
or by a manufacturer or manufacturer’s ex- 
clusive distributor, and that the value of 
the periodic payments be charged to the 
importer’s quota for the period duPfing 
which they are paid. For importers who 
have had quotas both as industrialists and 
as merchants the foregoing percentage 
amounts will apply only to the licenseg is- 
sued to them as merchants. 

After the commercial quotas have been 
issued, the Exchange Control Office will @on- 
tinue to grant gradual reimbursement li- 
censes for the same percentage amounts but 
based on the importer’s new quota, rather 
than on his past imports. The value of 
gradual reimbursement licenses will, how- 
ever, be deducted from the value he is en- 
titled to receive on the basis of the Rew 
quota The Exchange Control Office ir- 
revocably guarantees the authorization of 
exchange licenses to cover installment Pay- 
ments for merchandise imported with 
gradual reimbursement licenses. 


PROPOSED EXCESS PROFITS TAX 


A Subcommittee of the NFTC Tax Com- 
mittee has been appointed to study appli- 
cation of the proposed excess profits tax to 
income arising from the conduct of foreign 
trade or business. Members are requested 
to forward their comments on this subject 
to NFTC as soon as possible in order that 
they may be reviewed by the Subcommittee. 

“The Revenue Act of 1950” (Public Law 
814—Sist Congress) directs the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means and the Senate 
Committee on Finance to ‘report a bill on 
corporate excess profit taxes with retroac- 


tive effect to October Ist or July Ist, 1950. 
The bill is to be reported as early as pfac- 
ticable after November 15th, if Congfess 
is in session in 1950 and, if Congress is not 
in session in 1950, during the first ses§ion 
of the 82nd Congress. At the present time 
Congress is scheduled to reconvene Novem- 
ber 27, 1950. The House Committee on 
Ways and Means has announced that héar- 
ings on excess profits tax will commence 
November 15th. NETC has requested that a 
witness be permitted to appear at these 
hearings.

CANADIAN EXCHANGE 


Over the weekend of September 30-Octo- 
ber 1 the Canadian Finance Ministry an- 
nounced that the Canadian Government 
would no longer maintain the Canadian dol- 
lar at a legal parity of ninety-one cents 
American money. The effect of reestablish- 
ment of a free exchange market has been a 
substantial increase in the value of the

Canadian dollar, which on October 2 rose to 
ninety-five cents U. S. in New York and 
which has fluctuated around that figure 
since then.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 

CZECHOSLOVAKIA—Arrangements have been made for the exchange of insured per- 
cel-post packages with Czechoslovakia, effective October 1, 1950. Parcels (surface or air) 
may be insured up to $200 per parcel when mailed in this country, including United States 
Territories and possessions, and up to 10,000 kevs. when mailed in Czechoslovakia. 

SPANISH WEST AFRICA—tThe territory formerly Known as Rio de Oro is now 
designated as Spanish Sahara, consisting of three subdivisions called Rio de Oro, Sekia el 
Hamra, and the Southern Protectorate of Morocco. Spanish Sahara and the territory of 
Ifni are together known as Spanish West Africa. Mail for any of the above-named ter- 
ritories will be accepted and dispatched under the conditions heretofore applicable to Rio 
de Oro. 

INDIA—Many inquiries are received concerning postage-due charges on short-paid air 
mail from India. The air-mail rates from India to the United States have recently been in- 
creased, and the present rates are as follows: 

Air-mail letters eens ....l rupee 8 annas per 4% ounce or fraction 

Air letters ; ; ; ..10 annas each 

Post cards err ee 9 annas each 

Twelve pies equal 1 anna, and 16 annas equal 1 rupee. The conversion equivalent being 
used in the Indian postal service is 1 anna to 5% centimes. (3 gold centimes is the postal 
equivalent of 1 cent U. S. currency.) Double the deficient postage is collected on unpaid or 
insufficiently prepaid ordinary (unregistered) articles. Unpaid and insufficiently prepaid 
registered articles are subject to the collection of only the amount of the deficient postage. 

PHILIPPINES—The weight limit applicable to parcel post packages for the Republic 
of the Philippines is 11, 22 or 44 pounds according to the place (town or city) of destina- 
tion. Among the cities to which parcels may weigh up to 44 pounds are Baguio, Caloocan, 
Cebu, Davao, Lloilo, Mandaluyong, Manila, Rizal City, San Juan, Quezon City, Zamboanga, 
and the municipality of Tacloban in the Province of Leyte. A list of the places in the Re-

IMPORT LICENSES—The following regulations concerning import licenses required 
by certain countries: 

Indonesia—Addressees are required to obtain import licenses for all gift parcels ex- 
ceeding 25 guilders ($6.50) in value 

New Zealand—Addressees are required to obtain import licenses for all parcels except 
bona fide gifts not exceeding £10 ($28.20) in value 

Malta—Addressees are required to obtain import licenses for all parcels except bona 
fide gifts for personal use, not exceeding one per month for any addressee. 

Burma—Addressees are required to obtain import licenses to take delivery of parcels, 
including those sent as gifts. It is recommended that senders inform the addressees of the 
contents of parcels prior to mailing, so that they may apply for the necessary import 
license 

iraq—Senders of parcels valued at more than 1 Iraqui dinar (about $2.80) are no longer 
required to endorse such parcels “Iraq import license obtained by addressee,” or similarly 

Cyprus—Senders of parcels are no longer required to mark the wrapper either “Gift 
parcel—Value under $2.80" or “Addressee has obtained import license.” 

Gold Coast Colony—The addressees of all parcels except those sent as bona fide gifts 
are required to obtain import licenses in order to take delivery All gift parcels must t 
clearly marked as gifts Gift parcels should not exceed £10 ($28) in value, and an a 
dressee May not receive more than one gift parcel from any one sender during a mont 

Netherlands—Authorization from the “Nederlandsche Bank” is required to be ob- 
tained by the addressee for the importation of gold, other precious metals or diamonds, 
manufactured or not; art treasures; postage stamps; instruments of payment, valid or not 
(including checks) paper values; and public credit documents and securities. It is under- 
stood that the term “paper values” includes paper money. Prospective senders are ad- 
vised that, unless the addressee possesses the necessary authorization, which should be 
secured before the articles are mailed, the articles may be confiscated by the Netherlands 
customs authorities

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
general imports from the participating E.C.A. European Program countries, including 
Turkey, rose from $91.2 million in July to $110.3 million in August, a level nearly 
40% above the January-June 1950 monthly average of $80.4 million and 60% higher than 
the $70.2 million monthly average for 1949 The United Kingdom reflected the largest 
increase in imports from countries included under this program, rising from $28.7 to 
$36.4 million as a result of a rise in imports of platinum ingots and bars and whiskey 
Other countries showing noticeable increases in imports were France, Italy, Norway, and 
Germany 
August exports of domestic and foreign merchandise to the E.C.A. European Program 
countries, including Turkey, were valued at $173.5 million, a slight increase from the 
July total of $167.6 million. However, the August value of exports to these countries was 
at a level approximately 30% below the January-June 1950 monthly average of $248.8 
million Countries reflecting the largest increases in exports were the United Kingdom, 
which advanced from $23.9 to $41.6 million as a result of a rise in exports of unmanufac- 
tured tobacco and cotton, and Germany, which rose from $20.1 to $25.8 million. Mean- 
while, countries reflecting the largest decreases in exports under this program from July 
to August were Greece, which dropped from $11.1 to $4.5 million as a result of a decline 
in exports of wheat and wheat flour, and Belgium and Luxembourg, which declined from 
$21.1 to $16.5 million

SCHEDULE B DESCRIPTIONS ON SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATIONS. 
INCLUDING USE OF TRADE NAMES 

The requirements for preparing the Shipper’s Export Declaration call for a descrip- 
tion in Column 10 of the declaration sufficiently detailed to permit classification in Sched- 
ule B. While in general shippers provide this type of description, there are some export 
declarations in which the description provided by the exporter is not adequate for this 
purpose 

Part I and Part If Wordings of Descriptions: Descriptions on export declarations 
which follow precisely the wording of listings in Part I of Schedule B are acceptable in 
all cases without further qualification. Where listings from Part II are used, it is neces- 
sary that the description be further qualified if the wording of the listing in Part II is 
such that the item, without further qualification, might fall in more than one Schedule B 
classification. For example, the listing “Cocktail glasses” appears in ‘t Il of Schedule B 
under commodity number 523710, “Tumblers, Drinking Glasses, and Stemware (Plain, 
Cut, Engraved, or Otherwise Decorated): Machine-made,” but the same listing appears 
under commodity number 523720, “Tumblers, Drinking Glasses, and Stemware (Plain, Cut, 
Engraved, or Otherwise Decorated): Handmade.” When using the description “Cocktail 
glasses” on the export declarations, therefore, it is necessary to add “machine-made” or 
“handmade” to the listing “Cocktail glasses” which appears in Part II. The listings as 
they appear in Part I read “Cocktail glasses, handmade” and “Cocktail glasses, machine- 
made.” 

In general then in Part II the information contained in the description of the num- 
bered classification is not repeated in the individual listing, and shippers using Part II 
must make sure that their descriptions are properly qualified 

General Descriptions: If the shipper uses general descriptions rather than the list- 
imgs which appear in Part I or Part II, enough information must be given about the 
pFoduct so that there can be no question as to the Schedule B classification of the com- 
modity. Shippers should not assume that the use of the correct Schedule B commodity 
mumber is sufficient identification It is necessary that complete descriptions be given 
s0 that the commodity numbers used by shippers may be completely verified 

Trade Names: [’articular attention is called to the fact that trade names may not be 
uBed as the sole description on export declarations unless the particular trade name 
appears in Schedule B, Part I. If trade names are used which do not appear in Part I of 
Sehedule B, the shipper, in addition to showing the trade name, must provide sufficient 
information about the product to permit it to be classified in the Schedule B classifica- 
tions. As in the case of other descriptions, trade name descriptions in Schedule B, Part II 
sOmetimes require further qualification for a complete Schedule B description of the 
commodity. Such qualification is provided in the descriptions in Part I. (C/L Ne. FT 115)

COUNTERVAILING DUTIES—SPIRITS FROM THE UNITED KINGDON

The Bureau is in receipt of information that, by the Finance Act of 1950, the 3 
pence per gallon export bounty on spirits exported from the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland was repealed effective May 1, 1950.

SECTION 2800(A) (3), INTERNAL REVENUE CODE 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue has informed this Bureau that a recent inquiry 
made by them in connection with a claim for refund of an alleged erroneous collection 
of internal-revenue tax on imported perfumes disclosed that the internal-revenue tax 
was collected on a proof gallon basis. 

The Bureau wishes to call to your attention that section 2800(a)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code provides that the internal-revenue tax shall be levied and collected upon 
all imported perfumes containing distilled spirits on a wine gallon basis, rather than on 
a proof gallon basis. [C/L No. 2716.] 


CUSTOMS APPRAISEMENT OF GERMAN MERCHANDISE 

In a cireular letter sent to appraising officers on May 9%, 1947, regarding the customs 
valuation of merchandise imported from Germany, the Bureau of Customs advised that 
conditions under which merchandise Was being offered for sale in occupied Germany 
were so abnormal as to preclude a finding of “foreign value,” as that term is defined in 
Section 402(c), Tariff Act of 1930. The Bureau added that it had been advised officially 
that the conditions under which goods were then being exported to the United States 
from Western Germany were designed to meet the requirements of the Tariff Act for the 
assessment of duty on the basis of “export value” expressed in United States dollars. 
In accordance with that letter, customs officials have been generally appraising mer- 
chandise from Germany on the basis of such “export value” in dollars. 

On November 29, 1949, the Bureau sent a telegram to appraising officers instructing 
them to complete promptly the appraisal of merchandise from Germany on the basis 
of “export value,” so long as the instructions in the letter of May 9, 1947, remained in 
effect, unless they had conclusive evidence showing the existence of “foreign value.” 

In another circular letter to appraisers dated August 11, 1950, the Bureau indicates 
that information in its possession, including the report of two high Bureau officials of 
their observations during their recent trip to Germany to investigate matters of customs 
valuation, shows that that conditions which led to the issuance of the instructions in 
the two communications mentioned above have been changing. The Bureau adds that 
it is probabie that a finding of “foreign value” can be made in the future for an increas- 
ing percentage of merchandise shipped to this country from Germany. 

Because of these considerations, the circular letter of May, 1947, and the telegram 
of November 29, 1949, are revoked. Appraising officers are now instructed to determine 
if a finding of foreign value can be made in the appraisement of all merchandise shipped 
from Germany to the United States after October 11, 1950. 

This indicates that from now on appraisers must determine the “foreign value” as 
well as the “export value” of all goods subject to ad valorem rates of duty which are 
imported from Germany; and, according to the requirements of Section 402, Tariff Act of 
1930, use the higher of these two values as the basis for assessing duty.

IMPORTATION OF FOREIGN EXCESS (SURPLUS) PROPERTY 

The Bureau’s unnumbered circular letter of September 21, 1949, relating to the impor- 
tation of surplus property is hereby superseded. 

Foreign Excess Property Orders 1 and 2 have been amended and consolidated into 
one order designated as “Foreign Excess Property Order 1,” (copy avaiiable from Bureau 
upon request) You will note two changes in the new order of primary interest to 
customs officers, as follows: 

1. The words “such property may be imported into the United States if it is not in 
substantially the same form in which it was exported from the United States” has been 
interpreted by new parenthetical matter “The intent of this clause is to prohibit the 
importation of any item of property which has not been so mutilated as to make it 
incapable of being used for other than scrap purposes.” This condition shall now be 
enforced by all customs officers concerned. 

2. All communications to the Department of Commerce shall now be addressed to 

Foreign Excess Property Officer 
Office of Industry and Commerce 
Department of Commerce 
Washington 25, D. C. 

The new order prevides that no foreign excess property, except scrap metal, sold on 
or after July 1, 1949, regardless of its condition or form, may be imported except upon 
application made to and approved by the Foreign Excess Property Officer. Scrap metal 
may continue to be imported under bond pursuant to T. D. 51875. 

Inquiries received relative to applications for permission to import foreign excess 
property under the regulations contained in this new order shall be referred directly 
to the Foreign Excess Property Officer and, as provided for in section 601.8, that officer 
will communicate directly with collectors of customs regarding the action taken by it 
@n such applications. [C/L.]

CLAIMS FOR TAX REFUNDS PAID IN P.R. ON SPIRITS TO THE U.S. 


Under the law adopted by the Government of Puerto Rico, all internal revenue taxes 
which are imposed by Federal law on distilled spirits originating in Puerto Rico and 
shipped to the United States are collected in Puerto Rico prior to the shipment of the 
merchandise. Thus, Puerto Rican rum pays the internal revenue tax of $9.00 per proof 
gallon, as well as the rectification tax of 30 cents per proof gallon, before the goods are 
actually shipped to the United States and before they enter consumption in the U.S. 

The Association in 1942 took this matter up with the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
and obtained rulings which indicated that whenever there had been casualties and losses 
occurring during the period which elapsed after the taxpayment in Puerto Rico and the 
actual entering of the rum in the United States for consumption, the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue would entertain claims for refunds of the taxes so paid. On July 31, 1950 the 
Association filed a communication with the Bureau of Internal Revenue offering its views 
with respect to the failure of the Bureau of Internal Revenue to approve of claims which 
had been filed with the Bureau for refund of taxes paid on Puerto Rican rum which did 
not enter consumption in the United States. It is suggested that all persons interested 
in the movement of Puerto Rican rum to the United States read this communication care- 
fully and bear in mind that in order to obtain consideration of any claims for refunds 
of taxes paid in advance of consumption in the United States, such claims should give 
all available details and explanations and should not be confined to a mere statement 
that the taxes were paid on a certain quantity which was laden for transportation to 
the United States and which was not discharged in accordance with the amount s0 
taxpaid. The claims should be specific enough to meet the position of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, that the losses in question did not occur through theft or through 
illegal consumption in the United States after the vessel arrived in the United States. 

REVENUE ACT OF 1950 

George J. Schoeneman, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, has issued the following 
information with regard to certain of the changes made in excise taxes by the Revenue 
Act of 1950: 

TRANSPORTATION: Under the new Revenue Act, the taxes on the transportation of 
persons and property within the United States are extended. They now include payments 
made in person outside the United States by individuals or concerns paving for such 
services. The rates of tax are 15 per cent for transportation tickets, and 3 per cent for 
freight, except as to coal, in which case the tax is 4 cents per short ton. 

TELEVISION SETS: Beginning November 1, 1950. there will be a 10 per cent tax 
collected on the manufacturer's selling price of television sets. It should be noted that 
this tax is not a retail tax; that the payment thereof is the responsibility of the manu- 
facturer, producer, or importer, and that the tax applies to their selling price. However, 
there is no prohibition against the amount of the tax being passed on to the consumer, 
The tax also covers television chassis, cabinets, tubes, speakers, amplifiers, power-supply 
units, built-in antennae and the like 

QUICK FREEZE UNITS: On and after November 1, 1950, a 19 per cent manufacturer's 
tax will be applied to household type units for the quick freezing and frozen storage of 
foods. The tax applies to these units and their parts whether they are operated by elec- 
tricity, gas, kerosene, or gasoline. Like the tax on TV, this is not a retail sales tax. The 
payment is made by the producer, but the amount of the tax may be passed on to the 
consumer. 

JEWELRY AND FURS: The current 20 per cent excise tax on the retail sale of 
jewelry and furs remains unchanged except that, beginning November 1, 1950, the tax 
scope has been broadened. In addition to normal retail sales, the tax will then apply to 
the retail sale of such articles by auctioneers or agents selling these commodities on 
behalf of non-retailers and legal representativs of estates of non-retailers. 

GAMING DEVICES: Beginning November 1, 1950, the new law increases the annual 
occupational tax on slot machines and other gaming devices from $100 to $150 for each 
machine.

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AGRICULTURE—Continued 
BULB AND PLANT IMPORTERS’ CHANGES IN IMPORT REQUIREMENTS: 


Importers expecting consignments of plants and bulbs should review the requirements 
of a recent amendment to plant import regulations. An amendment to section 13 of the 
nursery stock, plant, and seed regulations, approved March 16, 1950, became effective 
July 1. The revised rule requires that restricted plant material, including bulbs, from 
countries with official systems of inspection must be accompanied by a certificate issued 
by a duly authorized official of the country of export stating (1) the country where the 
restricted plant material covered by the certificate was grown, (2) that it was grown on 
land where no golden nematode occurs, (3) that it has been thoroughly inspected by him, 
or under his direction, both during the growing season and at the time of packing, and 
was found, and believed to be, free from plant pests, (4) that it is free from all sand, soil, 
or earth, and (5) that only approved packing materials have been used. 

When the material is from a country where the golden nematode is reported to occur, 
the certificate must in addition state the date of the most recent inspection of land on 
which the material was grown. 

This amendment also requires that when restricted plant material was not produced 
in the country from which it is shipped to the United States, the certificate must be issued 
by an official in the country where such material was grown. 

Each certificate or copy certificate accompanying fall shipments must contain this 
information. 

These additional requirements were adopted to provide better protection from plant 
pests and especially to prevent further introduction into the United States of the golden 
nematode of potatoes. Golden nematode cysts had been intercepted in over 30 lots of soil- 
contaminated plant material, including bulbs, arriving just prior to issuance of the amend- 
ment. The stricter requirements were therefore necessary to supplement federal-state 
work now under way intended to eradicate or suppress an introduced infestation of the 
golden nematode on Long Island, New York, and to prevent its establishment elsewhere 
in the States. 

Further, the growing season inspection provision is designed to provide additional 
protection against plant pests, such as virus and other diseases, not readily visible at the 
time of packing for export or upon arrival in the United States. 

Bureau inspectors have been cautioned, when inspecting importations at the ports, to 
carefully check all certificates to make certain that the provisions of the new requirements 
are covered. Any discrepancies will be promptly brought to the attention of the certifying 
foreign officials. 


TO ENABLE THE SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE TO FURNISH, UPON A 
REIMBURSABLE BASIS, CERTAIN INSPECTION SERVICES INVOLVING 
OVERTIME WORK. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to pay 
employees of the United States Department of Agriculture performing inspection or 
quarantine services relating to imports into and exports from the United States, for all 
overtime, night, or holiday work performed by them at any place where such inspection and 
quarantine services are performed, at such rates as he may determine, and to accept from 
persons for whom such work is performed reimbursement for any sums paid out by him for 
such work. Approved August 28, 1950. [Public Law 735, Sist Congress.]

Amendments to the Destructive Insect and Pest Regulations should be substituted 
for the paragraphs beginning with Paragraph (3) under section 10 at the bottom of page 
6 in B. E. P. Q. 514, Revised, and including all of page 7. On page 8 the statement in 
parenthesis under the sub-head “Corn and Corn Products from the United States” should 
be deleted and the new paragraph (8) (a) substituted for the material at the bottom of 
page 8 and the top of page 9. Paragraph (8) (b) remains unchanged. 

Other amendments refer to domestic regulations. (B. E. P. Q. 514 Rev. Supplement

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN ANIMALS AND 
PRODUCTS FROM VENEZUELA 


Pursuant to the authority conferred by section 306 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (46 Stat. 
689, 19 U.S.C. 1306) and section 2 of the act of February 2, 1903, as amended (32 Stat. 792, 
as amended, 21 U. S. C. 111), § 94.1 of the regulations relating to prohibitions and restric- 
tions upon importations of certain animals and products because of rinderpest and foot- 
and-mouth disease (9 CFR 94.1) is hereby amended by adding Venezuela to the list of 
countries named therein, as I have determined that foot-and-mouth disease now exists in 
Venezuela and have so notified the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The primary effect of the amendment is to prohibit the importation of cattle, sheep, 
other domestic ruminants and swine and fresh, chilled or frozen beef, veal, mutton, lamb, 
pork, and meat and meat products of wild ruminants and swine from Venezuela, and to 
prohibit or restrict the importation of certain other meats and products and dressed 
poultry from Venezuela.

Accord- 
ingly, pursuant to section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003) it is 
found upon good cause that notice and public procedure on this amendment are impractt- 
cable and contrary to the public interest, and good cause is found for making the amend- 
ment effective less than 30 days after its publication in the FEDERAL REGISTER. Such 
notice and hearing are not required by any other statute. 

This amendment shall become effeotive immediately.

WOMEN’S FUR FELT HATS AND HAT BODIES—INCREASE IN DUTY 


The President has informed the Tariff Commission that he will issue a proclamation 
withdrawing, effective December 1, the trade-agreement concessions in United States’ 
duties on women’s fur felt hats and hat bodies valued at more than $9 but not more than 
$24 per dozen. The effect of this action will be to restore on United States imports of 
such hats and hat bodies the rates of duty originally provided for by the Tariff Act of 
1930. The rates which will thus be restored are about 25 to 40 percent higher than the 
trade-agreement rates which are now in effect. 

The concessions on women’s fur felt hats and hat bodies are to be withdrawn under 
the Escape Clause (Article XIX) of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. This 
clause provides that a country may modify or withdraw trade-agreement concessions on 
any articles, if as a result of unforeseen developments and the concessions, imports of 
the articles occur in such increased quantities and under such conditions as to cause or 
threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly competitive 
articles. 

The proclamation now announced is in accordance with recommendations of the 
Tariff Commission made after an investigation of the trade in fur felt hats and hat bodies. 
The Commission's investigation was conducted under Executive Order 10082, which among 
other things directs the Commission to make investigations in connection with the invo- 
cation by the United States of the escape clause of trade agreements.

SUPPLEMENTAL IMPORT QUOTA ON EXTRA-LONG-STAPLE COTTON 


The President has issued a proclamation, effective immediately, permitting entry of 
any additional quantity of foreign extra-long-staple cotton before the opening of the 
new quota year on February 1, 1951 under licenses to be issued by the United States 
Tariff Commission. Under the proclamation licenses to enter cotton having a staple of 1% 
imches or more but less than 111/16 inches in length will be granted to individual cotton 
Manufacturing concerns only in such amounts as shall be determined by the Tariff Com- 
Mission to be necessary to satisfy the essential needs of such concerns 

After a license has been issued, entry through customs may be completed by the 
licensee or through whatever trade channel he designates. Upon issuance the original 
license will be sent by the Tariff Commission directly to the collector of customs at the 
Port at which entry or withdrawal of the cotton is to be made. Each applicant will be 
advised by wire of any license granted and a copy of the license will be forwarded to him 

The maximum total additional quantity of extra-long-staple cotton permitted entry 


Before February 1, 1951 under the proclamation is set at 7,500,000 pounds 

Copies of the form to be used in applying for a license to enter extra-long-staple 
Gotton under the supplemental quota have been sent to all mills that are known to use 
guch cotton. Additional copies of the form may be obtained from the United States Tariff 
Commission, 8th and E streets, N.W., Washington 25, D. C., or from the New York office 
of the Commission, Room 437 Custom House 

Applicants are urged to confine their requests to such amounts of cotton as are 
@ssential in their manufacturing processes for the remainder of this quota year plus 
the amounts required to provide for a thirty-day stock They are also requested to give 
im full the information called for by the application form. Requests for excessive amounts 
or requests not supported by sufficient evidence may result in delays

MEXICAN TRADE AGREEMENT TERMINATED 


The President, on September 6, 1950, signed a proclamation (No. 2901) giving effect to 
the termination as of December 31, 1950, of the trade agreement between the United States 
and Mexico concluded in 1942. The termination was jointly agreed to by the two govern- 
ments through an exchange of notes on June 23, 1950. This exchange of notes was announced 
by the Department of State on that date. At the same time there was made public a list of 
the changes in United States import duties which will occur as a result of the termination 
of the agreement. (See page 610, August issue.) 

The proclamation provides for the tariff treatment which, after termination of the 
agreement with Mexico, will become effective with regard to certain petroleum products 
under the provisions of the 1939 trade agreement with Venezuela and under the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. In addition, for some articles on which the general United 
States tariff rates will be increased as a result of the termination, the proclamation specifies 
the increased preferential rates applicable to products of Cuba to which preferential tariff 
treatment applies. 

The proclamation also puts into effect a technical revision of a United States concession 
on Irish potatoes, contained in Schedule XX of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. This revision was made under a waiver obtained by the United States at the Fourth 
Session of the contracting parties to the agreement in April 1950.

potatoes per marketing year was permitted entry into the United States at a rate of 37% 
cents per 100 pounds, reduced from the 1930 rate or 75 cents per 100 pounds. In addition, 
the reduced rate would have applied to imports of potatoes equal to the number of bushels 
by which the domestic production, as estimated by the Department of Agriculture on Sep- 
tember 1, was less than 350 million bushels. The revised concession would permit reduced- 
duty imports, in addition to the 1-million-bushel quota, of as many bushels of potatoes as 
the estimated production falls short of 335 million bushels. The revised quota provision 
will apply only during the marketing year beginning September 15, 1950. : 

Unless domestic potato production for 1950 as estimated by the Department of Agri- 
culture as of September 1 is below 335 million bushels, no potatoes except the so-called

marketing year. Domestic potato production for 1950 was estimated, as of August 
407,342,000 bushels; the September 1 estimate has not yet been published. 


“ESCAPE CLAUSE” TO BE INCLUDED IN SWISS AGREEMENT 


The Department of State announced that the Governments of the United States and 
of Switzerland had agreed upon an escape clause which will apply to the concessions in 
the United States-Swiss trade agreement of 1936, similar to the escape clause contained 
in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade concluded at Geneva in 1947. Under this 
clause either party to the agreement may modify or withdraw an agreement concession if 
it finds that as a result of the concession and of unforeseen developments, the product in 
question is being imported in such increased quantities and under such conditions as to 
cause or threaten serious injury to a domestic industry. 

Inclusion of the escape clause in the agreement was accepted by the Government of 
Switzerland in a note of October 13 replying to a U. S. note of August 10. 

On August 17, 1950, the Department of State announced that the six-months notice of 

stermination provided for in the agreement had been given to the Swiss Government. At 

the same time, however, it was announced that if the Swiss Government would agree, 
*by October 15, 1950, to the inclusion of an escape clause in the agreement, the notice of 
termination would be withdrawn
